Wrens. before the paffing of an Ad of the fifteenth Year of his prefent Majefty, intituled. 4 
Att for altering, explaining, and amending feveral of the Adis of the Parliament of Scotland, refpect- 
ing Colliers, Coal Bearers, and Salters, many Colliers, Coal Bearers, and Salters, were bound for Life 
* to, and transferrable with, the Collieries and Salt Works where they worked ; but by the faid Act their 
“ Bondage was taken off, and they were declared to be free, under the Conditions therein mentioned ; 
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© notwithftanding which, many Colliers and Coal Bearers ftill continue in a State of Bondage, from not 


© having complied with the Provifions, or from having become fubje€&t to the Penalties, in the faid AQ: 
* May it therefore pleafe your Majetty that it may be enatted ;’ and be it enacted by the King’s moft 
Excellent Majefty, by and with the. Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and ‘Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from and after the paf- 
fing of this A¢t, all the Colliers in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, who were bound Colliers at:the 
“Time of paffing the faid Act, thall be and they are here hereby declared to be free from thetr Servitude, and

count, as well of the Worts, Wath, and Low Wines, as of the Spirits, in a Book or Books to be kept by 
fuch Officer or Officers for that Purpofe. 

VII. And be it further enacted, ‘That all Spirits made by any kicenfed Diftiller fhall be immediately run 
from the Stil] into a proper Cafk, Veffel, or other Receiver, to be provided by and at the Expence of fuch 
Diftiller,.and duly entered and gauged for that Purpofe, which Cafk, Veflel, or Receiver, fhall be of a Ca- 
pacity or Size fufcient to contain and hold the Whole of the Spirits which fhall or may be made or dif- 
tilled by fuch Dittiller in any or each Day, and fhall be placed and kept in the fame Houfe or Place where 
the Still is worked, and as near to the Difcharge Cock of fuch Siill as conveniently may be, and not under 
Ground, or hid or concealed from open View ; that fuch Cafk, Veflel, or Receiver, and every Pipe, Tube, 
or Communication therewith conneéted, fhall be kept locked dosvn and fecured to the Satisfaction of 
the proper Supervifor or Officer of Execife, and fuch Cafk, Veflel, or Receiver thall not be opened but by 
fuch Officer, to take an Account of the Spirits contained therein, which he is empowered and tired to 
do at the leaft each and every Day, (Sundays excepted, ) or oftener, as he may fee caufe; that all the Spirits 
diftilled, after being runinto fuch Cafk, Veflel, or Receiver as aforefaid, fhall be therein kept by fuch Diftiller

ficer at leaft fix Gallons Engli/b Wine Mealure of Spirits of the Strength aforefaid ; aud that in every Cafe

regular Government, particularly certain Societies calling themfelves Societies of United Englifomen, United 
Seot/men, United Britons, United Irifhmen, and The London Corref/ponding Society: And whereas the Mem- 
bers of many fuch Societies have taken unlawful Oaths and Engagements of Fidelity and Secrecy, and 
ufed fecret Signs, and appointed Committees, Secretaries, and other Officers, in a fecret Manner ; and 
many of fuch Societies arecompoted of different Divifions, Branches, or Parts, which communicate with 
each other by Secretaries, Delegates, or otherwife, and by means thereof maintain an Influence over large 
Bodies of Men, and delude many ignorant-and unwary Perfons into the Commiffion of Aéts highly cri- 
minal: And whereas it is expedient and neceffary that all fuch Societies as aforefaid, and all Societies of

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* the like Nature fhould be utterly fuppreffed and prohibited, as unlawful Combinations and Confederacies, 
: Nets dangerous to the Peace and ‘I'ranquillity of thefe Kingdoms and to the Conftitution of the Go- 
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‘ vernment thereof, as by Law eftablifhed :’ Be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent Majefty, by and 


with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent ‘Parlia~ 
Seabed. and by the Authority of the one That, from and after the paffing of this Act, all the faid 
Societies of United Englifhmen, United Scot{men, United Irifhmen, and United Britons, and the faid Society com~ 
monly called. The London Correfponding Society, and all other Societies called Correfponding Societies, of any- 
other City, “Town, or Place, fhall be, and the fame are hereby utterly fuppreffed and prohibited, as being 
‘unlawful Combinations and Confederacies againft the Government of our Sovereign Lord the King, and 
againft the Peace and Security of his Majefty’s liege Subjects.

confequence of being Members of fuch Society; and every Society, the Members whereof fhall take, 
fubfcribe, or aflent, to any Teft or Declaration not required by Law, or not authorized in Manner herein- 
after mentioned ; and every Society, of which the Names of the Members, or of any of them, fhall be kept 
fecret from the Society at large, or which fhall have any Committee or felect Body fo chofen or appointed,

i HEREAS it is expedient to regulate the fhipping and carrying Slaves, in Briti/h Veffels, from the 
: \ V Coaft of Africa :’ Bé it therefore enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the 
Advice and Conlent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament 
afflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from and after the firft Day of 4uguft’ next after the 


paffing of this Ad, it fhall not be lawful for any Mafter or other Perfon taking or having the Charge or 


ommand of any Briti/s Ship or Veflel whatever, which fhall clear out from any Port of this Kingdom, to 
take or have on board, or toconvey, carry, bring, or tranfport Slaves from the Coat of 4frica to any Part 
beyond Sea, in any fuch Ship or Veffel, unlefs uch Ship or Veffel fhall, at the Time of her fo clearin 
os oe been entered for fuch Purpofe at the Cuftom Houfe of the Port from whence fuch Ship or Veffel 
cleared out.

Colle€tor or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms, (who is hereby required to accept and preferve the fame,) - 
of the greateft Number of Slaves permitted to be carried in fuch Ship or Veflel, and fhall at the fame Time 
few to fuch Officer the Certificate annexed to the Clearance thereof, and fhall.alfo give in a written 
Declaration to the faid Officer, (who is hereby required to accept and preferve the fame,) containing an 
exact and true Account of the greateft Number of fuch Slaves, (diftinguifhing the Number of Males and Fe- 
males, and fpecifying the Number of fuch Slaves as fhall exceed the aforefaid Height of four Feet four 
Inches,) who are or {hall have been at any one Time in or om board fuch: Ship or Veffel, before, when, or 
after fuch Ship or Veflel quitted' or departed from the Coaft of 4frica for that Voyage ; and if fuch Matter:

And we the Officers, Mariners, Seamen, Seafaring Men, Landfmen, and Boys, in Confideration of the

An A& to prevent unlawful Combinations of Workmen.—[12th Fuly 1799. ] 


; W HEREAS great Numbers of Journeymen Manufacturers and Workmen, in various Parts of this 

Kingdom, have, by unlawful Meetings and Combinations, endeavoured to obtain Advance of 
their Wages, and to effe€tuate other illegal Purpofes ; and the Laws at prefent in Force againft fuch un- 
lawful Conduct have been found to be inauequate to the Suppreffion thereof, whereby it is become neceflary 


unlawful Pradtices in future, and for bringing fuch Offenders to more fpeedy and exemplary Juttice: 
May it pleafe your Majefty that it may be enacted ;’ and be it enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Ma- 
jefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from and after the paffing of this A&t, 
all Contracts, Covenants, and Agreements whatfoever, in Writing or notin Writing, at any Time or Times 
heretofore made or entered into by or between any Journeymen Manufacturers or other Workmen, or other 
Perfons within this Kingdom, for obtaining an Advance of Wages of them, or any of them, or any other 
Journeymen Manufacturers or Workmen, or other Perfons in any Manufacture, Trade, or Bufinefs, or 
for leflening or altering their or any of their ufual Hours-er Time of working, or for decreafing the Quan- 
tity of Work, or for preventing or hindering any Perfon or Perfons from employing whomfoever he, fhe, or 
they hall think proper to employ in his, her, or their Manufacture, Trade, or Bufinefs, or for controlling 
or any way affecting any Perfon or Perfons carrying on any Manufacture, Trade, or Buftnefs, in the Conduct 
or Management thereof, fhall be, andthe fame are hereby declared to be illegal, null, and void, to all Intents 
and Purpofes whatfoever. : 

II. And be it further enaed, ‘That no Journeymen, Workmen, or other Perfons fhall, at any Time 
after the paffing of this Act, make or enter into, or be concerned in the making of or entering into any fuch 
Contraét, Covenant, or Agreement, in Writing or not in Writing, as is herein-before declared to be an illegal 
Covenant, Contract, or Agreement ; and ever Bland Aa W orkinan, or other Perfon who, after the paffing 
of this Act, fhall be guilty of any of the faid 3 ences, being thereof lawfully convicted, upon his own Con- 
feffion, or the Oath or Oaths of one or more credible Witnefs or Witneffes, before any one or more Juftice 
or Juftices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Divifion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, where fuch Offence 
fhall be committed, (which Oath the faid Juftice or Juftices is and are hereby authorized and empowered to 
adminiiter in fuch Cafe, and in all other Cales where an Outh is to be taken before any Juftice or Juftices of 
the Peace in purfuance of this A&t,) within three Calendar Months next after the Offence fhall have been 
committed, thall, by Order of fuch Juftice or Juftices, be committed to and confined in the Common Gaol 
within his or their Jurifdiction, for any Time not excecding three Calendar Months, or, at the Difcretion of 
fuch Juftice or Juftices, fhall be committed to fome Houte of Correction within the fame JurifdiGiion, there to 
remain and be kept to hard Labour for any Time not exceeding two Calendar Months. ; 

And be it further enacted, That every Journeyman or Workman, or other Perfon who hhall, at any 
Time after the pafling of this Act, enter into any Combination to optain an Advance of Wages, or toleflen 
or alter the Hours or Duration of the Time of working, or to decreale the Quantity of Work, or for any 
other Purpofe contrary to this Act, or who fhiall, by giving Money, or by Perfuafion, Solicitation, or Intimi- 
dation, or any other Means, directiy or indireAly, endeavour to prevent any unhired or unemployed Journey- 
man, or Workman, or other Perfonin any Manufacture, Trade, or Buftnels, or any other Perfon wanting 
Employment in fuch ManufaCure, Trade, or Bulinefs, from hiring himielf to any ManufaQurer or Tradet- 
man, or Perfon conducting any Manufacture, Trade, or Bufinzis, or who fhall, for the Purpole of obtaining an 
Advance of Wages or for any other Purpofe contrary to the Provifions of this AQ by any Means whatloever, 
directly or indirectly, decoy, perfuade, folicit, intimidate, influence, or prevail, or attempt or endeavour to. 
prevail, on any Journeyman, or Workman, or other Perfon hired or employed, or to be hired or employed, 
in any fuch Manufacture, Trade, or Bufinefs, to quit or leave his Work, Service, or Employment, or who 
fhall hinder or prevent, or attempt to hinder or prevent, any Manufacturer or ‘Tradefman, or other Perfon, 
from employing in his or her Manufacture, Trade, or Buitwefs, fuch Journeymen, Workmen, and other Per- 
fons as he or fhe fhall think proper, or who, being hired or employed fhall refufe to work with any other 
Journeyman or Workman employcd or hired to work therein, and who fhall bz lawfully convidted of any of 
the faid Offences, upon his own Confeflion, or the Oath or Oaths of oe or more credible Witnels or Wit- 
nefles, before any one or more Juftice or Jultices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Divition, City, Liberty, 
‘Town, or Place where fuch Offence fhall be committed, within three Calendar Months next after the Ofence 
fhall have been committed, fhall, by Order of fuch Juitice or Jufttces, be committed to and confined in the 
Common Gaol within his or their Jurifdiction, for any ‘Time not exceeding thrce Calendar Months, or 
otherwife be committed to fome Houfe of Correction within the fame Jurifdiction, there to remain and be 
kept to hard Labour for any Time not exceeding two Calendar Months.

‘ HEREAS an A@ was paffed in the thirty-fixth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majefty, intituled, 
: W An Ati for amending, and reducing into one AG of Parlicment, two feveral Adis, paffed in the thirty- 
© fourth and thirty-fifth Years of the Reign of His prefent Majefly, for the better ordering the Mhlitia of the City 
‘ of London, and for the further regulating of the Trained Bands or Niilitia of the “laid City: And whereas 
© there are great Deficiencies of Men in the two Regiments of Lexdon Militia, arifing from Defertion ; and 
¢ there is no Provifion made in the faid A&t for fupplying fuch Deficiencies, and it is expedient that fome

‘ King Charles the Second, intituled, An 42 for taking away the Benefit of Clergy from fuchas freal 
© Cloth from the Rack, and from fuch as fhall feal or embezzle his Majefty’s Ammunition and Stores, it is 
“ amongft other Things ena&ted, ‘That no Perfon or Perfons who fhall felonioufly fteal or embezzle any of 
* his Majefty’s Sails, Cordage, or any other of his Majefty’s Naval Stores, to the Value of twenty Shillings, 
* and be thereupon found guilty in Manner therein mentioned, fhall be admitted to have the Benefit of 
« his or their Clergy, but utcerly be excluded thereof, and fhall fuffer Death in fuch Manner and Form as 
. fhould if they were no Clerks: And whereas by an A& of Parliament made and pafled in the ninth 
* and tenth Years of the Reign of King Miiiam the Third, intituled, 4n AG for the better preventing the 
© Embezzlement of his Niajcfty’s Stores of War, and preventing Cheats, Frauds, and Abufes in paying Sea- 
© men’s W iges, a Penalty of two hundred Pounds, with Cofts of Profecution, is infli@ted upon Perfons in

© the Rates for their Relief might be rendered much Jefs burdenfome to the faid Parifh, and the Poor be 
© better maintained and provided for, than at prefent: And whereas there are three Overfeers of the Poor 
© of the faid Parith chofen annually, who being generally engeged in a-large Way of Bufinefs, the Office

W3 EREAS it is expedient that Provifion fhould be made for the better Adminiftfation of Parochial 
Relief, and for the Subfiftence and Support of the Poor, curing the prefent high Price of Provi- 
fions: And whereas the Introduction of certain Articles of Food, at reafonable Prices, will materially 
contribute to that End, and will leflen the Number and Extent of the Applications for Parochial Relief, 
whereby the prefent Burthens on the Perfons contributing to the Parochial Rates may be decreafed :’ be it 
therefore enacied by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and ‘Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the 
fame, ‘That the refpective Juftices of the Peace, acting for each Divifion and Place in England, thal, as 
foon after the Paifing of this Aét as canveniently can be done, and fo from Time to Time, meet together
